In 
Liverpool there is a colony of nvarly two thou- 
sand Chinamen, 

They are chiely engaged in“laundry work, 
and there ig a syndicate of Chinamon who 
conduct more than 2U( Jauodries in the suburbs, 
‘The esmo syndicate control » number of grocery 
establishmonts, but these are confived almost 
eotiely to the neighbourhood of the docks, and 
the trade is exclusively with Enutarners. In 
Canvirgplece thera ix a “curi' sity” manufac. 
turity, workshop hidden away among sailors’ 
boarding-houses, where fifty or more Chinamen 
muke, by hand, articles which are gold to curio 
importers, 7 

Probably the most turprising feature to 
many people is that nearly one-quarter of tho 
Chivamun in Liverpool are married to English 
women, The crremony ia always conducted 
sceording to Chineso. rites, generally by their 
High Priest, Chong Loi. :

A mercial privilege 
is accorded to old ange, to whith one of 
the bast of Chines traditions always gives 
honour. Votoran offenders over sixty ara to bo 
treated with leniency. Officials aro to sot a 
good example to the ‘nation, aud they aro 
accordingly placed under specially stringont 
provieions, ‘They, too, aro tobe let off cheaply 
af thoy-have passed sixty and “ their cravings 
are great.” Bat if they. are unader the 
prosoribod age-‘'no matter liow great their 
oraving” they must give up the nea of opinm 
within six months or retire. Teachers, scholars, 
soldiers, aud sailors have but thres months in 
which to cure themselves. But the “ high 
Officials,” such ag Princes, Dukes, Viooroys, and 
Tartar Generals are exempt from the gonoral 
role. They are to inform the Throne that they 
mesn to reform “ within a cortai 0” —whioh 
is apparently indeterminate, So long as they - 
are wrestling with the habit, they are permitted 
to employ substitutes ; when they are cured thoy 
mey resume their fanctions. As itis not stated 
that they are to pay the substitutes, or to cease 
to draw pay thomeelves, it seams possible that 
the period of probation may in some instances 
bo prolonged. The mildnéss of. these penaltios 
stands in coutrast to those inflicted on offending 
cultivators and shopkeopors, who may bs punish- 
ed by confiscation of their lands and goods. 
Then anti-opium societies aro to be oucouraged, 
offcials sad gentry aro to give mataal belp, and 
Foporta of progrosa are to be mado ia due 
course.
